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—SPECIAL NOTICE— 
Veterans Exemption 


To veterans or other persons who desire to secure any exemptions of 
taxes in Sebago, shall on or before the first day of April 1979, notify 
in writing, the assessors of Sebago and furnish proof of entitlement. 


Please be advised that the legislation granting property tax exemp- 
tions to qualified veterans was revised by the Legislature in 1976. 


Beginning with the 1976 tax year, the $3,500 exemption was 
changed to $4,000 of just value. Just value has been interpreted by the 
State Bureau of Taxation to mean market value or 100% of full value. 


The statute granting the property tax exemption to qualified 
veterans is found in Section 653 of Title 36.

To bring to the assessors of the Town of Sebago, a true and perfect 
list by all persons, of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, 
not by law, exempt from taxation, which they possessed or otherwise 
held on the first day of April 1979, also bring the number and kind of 
dogs they own or have, and a list of all livestock in their possession 
exempt by law from taxation; also to be prepared to take oath to the 
truth of the same.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


There were 23 fire calls this year and 3 runs to auto accidents. The 
23 calls were: 


2 structure fires 

6 chimney fires 

2 overheated stoves 
7 outside fires 

6 out of town fires 


The combined efforts of the Fire Dept. and Rescue Unit sponsored 
an auction, three dances, a raffle, and a yard sale. 
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Using money given to us by the Ladies Auxiliary, we purchased two 
radios. Money raised from activities and donations was also spent on 
the following: 


one Bean Hi-pressure nozzle 

one Resusci-Anne (Ladies Auxiliary) 
misc. ambulance supplies 
ambulance labor 


The following courses were offered and well attended: 


15 hour Extinguisher Course completed Feb. 13 

15 hour Salvage Course completed March 20 

21 hour Basic Pump Course completed April 11 
6 hour Forestry Course completed March 27 


Considerable time was spent in the purchase of a new fire truck. We 
visited several other towns gathering information. Four bids were 
received on the new truck. The final decision was to buy a GMC Truck 
from the Ted Berry Co. in Livermore Falls. The truck will have a 750 
gallon water tank, a 1000 G.P.M. Midship two-stage pump, and 2 
Mattydale hose lays to replace the conventional hose reels. 


At the last town meeting, one thousand dollars was raised to hook 
up a 1200 gal. water tank (which was bought by the Dept.) to our 6 x 6 
truck. This work should be completed by this town meeting. 


The town also raised $13,200 for an addition to the East Sebago 
Fire Station. This work is nearly completed.

SEBAGO RESCUE UNIT 


The year 1978 was another active and busy year for the Sebago 
Rescue Unit. The number of calls for the year remained ap- 
proximately the same at (62). The number of calls varied from month 
to month, with no calls during the months of April and November to a 
record number of monthly calls (20) in July. 
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The training for many of the personnel is continuing on a regular 
basis. All members completed a CPR refresher course which is now 
mandatory for a yearly renewal of an ambulance attendant’s license. 
There have been many special classes at the hospitals in Portland that 
have been attended by members of the unit. At our recent meetings, 
we have been practicing CPR on our new Resusci-Anni. Thanks to a 
substantial donation to the rescue unit by the Sebago Fireman’s 
Auxiliary, we were able to purchase our own CPR mannequin. The 
rescue squad presently has one member who is licensed to instruct 
CPR. Hopefully, in 1979, we will be able to certify additional 
members as CPR instructors and then hold some public sessions for 
Sebago residents. 


In the latter part of 1978, many of the rescue members each received 
their own first responder kits. These kits contain a number of essential 
items that will be of help to a rescue person who gets to the scene of a 
call before the rescue unit arrives. Because of these kits, we now will 
frequently send someone directly to the scene while other members 
bring the rescue unit. This allows for a quicker response and enables 
much of the preliminary work to be done so that a person may be 
transported as soon as the rescue unit arrives. We also have purchased 
two new portable oxygen tanks and hope to get a couple more in 1979. 


Some of the items in these kits were purchased by the rescue 
members themselves, while the majority was purchased by the rescue 
unit and fire department. These monies were made available by 
donations to the rescue unit and profits from activities of the fire 
department during the summer of 1978. All donations made toward 
the rescue unit are greatly appreciated, as we do not charge people for 
the services rendered. These donations help to keep the amount of 
money raised by the town for the actual operation of the rescue unit 
down to a relatively small dollar figure. Some of the rescue members 
were active in helping the fire department raise money with their 
auction, raffle, dances, etc. In cooperation with the Red Cross, we 
held another blood drive in 1978. I would like to thank all those who 
supported this worthwhile project by donating blood. 


Many of you have noticed that we have requested $4,000 this year 
for the Ambulance Reserve Fund. Laws passed by the State of Maine 
will mandate our purchasing a van style ambulance when we buy our 
next ambulance. Our present ambulance will meet state requirements 
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only under a grandfather clause. Once it is replaced, we must meet 
specific dimension requirements according to state laws and this will 
mean that a considerable expense will be involved. Our goal is to keep 
the present ambulance until 1982, at which time, we hope to have 
approximately $15,000 set aside. Prior to the 1982 town meeting, we 
will have investigated our needs and will be ready to present a final 
figure for a replacement ambulance.

COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The current year's operations showed that a net unexpended departmental 
balance of $12,651.03 was lapsed to surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $30,325.15 
Overdrafts 17,674.12 
Net Unexpended Balance 12,651.03 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the insurance, disaster road re- 
pairs, snow and ice removal and tarring accounts less tax abatements and 
overdrafts in the officer's salaries, town dump, equipment maintenance, 
welfare and town hall maintenance accounts were the mejor factors con- 
tributing to the net unexpended departmental balence lapsed. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements: 


ASSETS . . . . The gensral cash fund reflected a cash overdraft of 
$592.77 at December 31, 1977. The bank balance used in reconciling 
this amount was confirmed by the depository. Petty cash of $50.00 was 
on hand. 


Federal revenue sharing and antixecession fiscal assistance funds of 
$18,352.93 and $1,582.03 respectively were invested in savings accounts 
with the Norway Savings Bank, Bridgton, Maine. 


Taxes receivable totaled $63,420.06 and represented current year accounts 
of $68,377.06 and delinquent accounts of $43.00 for prior years. Tax 
liens, which date from 1953, and tax acquired property amounted to 
63,770.55 and $10.13 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . .. . Current year liabilities con- 
sisted of accounts payable of $1,397.92, which represented principally a 
duplicate payment of a tax lien, and payroll deductions due governmental 
agencies in the amount of $1,571.45, 


Unexpended departmental balances totaling $13,194.00 were carried forward 
to the ensuing year in accordance with voter authorization, Unallocated 
excise tax revenue of $19,640.32 was carried forward pending voter 
allocation. 
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The excess of state revenue sharing funds over estimated in the amount of 
$2,265.73 was carried forward to be applied toward the 1973 tax comnit- 
ment, 


Federal revenue sharing wmappropriated balance was $17,969.90. Entitle- 
ment payments for the year amounted to $20,886.00. Interest earnings 
credited to the fund totaled $1,547.08. Appropriated federal revenue 
sharing funds of $22,050.90 were allocated to the town's operating account 
to be expended for public safety, public transportation and welfare pur- 
poses. Unappropriated funds totaled $15,352.93 at December 31, 1977. 


The antirecession fiscal assistance fumd balance of $1,224.03 was carried 
forward pending voter allocation. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $38,583.50, a net increase of 
$10,981.18 for the year. This change was occasioned principally by the 
net unexpended departmental balance lapsed and State of Maine reimburse- 
ments for various purposes less voter authorized transfers for oper- 
ational accounts. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS ... - Trust fund principals totaled $36,150.00 
and unexpended income was $4,734.18 at the year end. The trust funds 
were confirmed as being on deposit in various banks and/or invested in 
securities held in trust by the Maine National Bank of Portland, Maine. 


Special funds, established for fire equipment, ambulance rescue unit and 
town hall demolition purposes, totaled $18,687.90 at the year end. These 
funds were verified as invested in savings accounts with the Norway 
Savings Bank, Bridgton, Maine. 


GENERAL 
The use of excise taxes, transfers fron Surplus and appropriations from 
federal revenue sharing and antirecession fiscal assistance funds for 
various current year operations were voter authorized. 


The voters also authorized the carrying of certain 1976 balances forward.
